BRIGHT~€ROP PROSPECT 

The crop reports of the Canadian 
National and Canadian Pacific rail¬ 
ways makes pleasant raiding. From 
nearly all points on their lines in the 
prairie provinces the story is essen¬ 
tially the same, and tells of uniformly 
good stands of grain' of all' kinds, 
rapid growth, and freedom from 
blight. 

The one adverse factor, reported 
from several localities, is the hail 
storm. That, of course, has to be 
looked for in a country of such vast 
extent. But, ruinous as it may be to 
Ae individual, and sometimes to a 
settlement, the hail storm is a local 
occurrence, and the aggregate loss 
from these disturbances will not cut 
any large margin off the total re¬ 
turns from the three provinces. 

Over the whole prairie country the 
outlook is for a harvest that will 
make itself felj in the pockets of the I 
farmer and the cash drawer of the 
merchant. 

THE SYDNEY STRIKE 

r The charter of the U.M.W.A. of 
Glace Bay waa revoked on July 17 by 
tfie International President, Johs L. 
Lewis, for refusal of the officers to 
coll off the strike after being so 
ordered. He referred to the action of 
Livingstone as a mad adventure that 
ruthlessly tramples upon every rule 
of conduet of the union, and that the 
deliberate breach of the existing con¬ 
tract between the operators and min¬ 
ers of Nova Scotiar was indefensible 
and morally reprehensible. Further, 
Lewis says: 

"I have in mind that you are a self- 
proclaimed revolutionist. I am famil¬ 
iar with the constant intrigue be¬ 
tween yourself and your evil genius 
MacLachlan and your revolutionary 
masters in Moscow.. I can recall the 
sentimente which you enunciated at a 
comparatively small meeting, of the 
international executive board at In¬ 
dianapolis, whea, with the cold fero¬ 
city of a five-year-old defying its 
mother, you announced you were a 
believer irr revolutioa by force. No 
doubt the present strike in Nova 
Beotia corresponds with your idea of 
a revolution against the British gov¬ 
ernment and is in pursuance thereof.”' 

COAL CONFERENCE 

The conference on coal rates from 
Alberta to Ontario was held the past 
week in Edmonton and was attended 
by C. A. Magrath, Chairman of the 
Canadian Fuel Board; Sir Henry 
Thornton, President of the C.N.R.; D. 
C. Coleman, t\ystern Vice-president 
of the C.P.R.; I^remier^Greenfield, H 
Stutchbury and A. Chard of the Prov¬ 
incial Government, and a number of 
operators and others. The question 
of a rate to Ontario markets that 
woultl put Alberta coal in the east on 
a competitive basis with the Ameri¬ 
can product was discussed. An agree¬ 
ment was reached by the railway of¬ 
ficials to give a special rate on a 
certain limited quantity for experi¬ 
mental purposes. An announcement 
will be made shortly in this connec¬ 
tion by Rremier Greenfield. 


It was Elbert Hubbard who said: 
“Folks, who never do any more than 
they get paid fw* never get paid for 
any more than they do.” 

Motoring from Calgary it is aw¬ 
fully evident that noxious weeds are 
fast becoming established on many 
farms along the main roads. Stink 
weed, tumbling mustard and sow 
thistle predominate. Weed inspectors 
should show energy in coping with 
this pest 

John McDonald, of Toronto, a paid 
agitator among the ranks of miners 
in Nova Scotia, was recently arrested 
on a charge of sedition. McDonald is 
a “Red” and has been in Moscow 
mingling with Ifie Bolsheviks. He 
should be sent back to that land he 
admires so much. 

Banks, railway companies and gov¬ 
ernment labor bureaus are already 
preparing to handle the^R3 crop in 
Alberta, which will have m^ieat yield 
now estimated at 160,000,000 bushels. 
The Canadian Pacific Railway will 
have 60 new mogul engines and 2,000 
new box cars in service. 

The decision of General Motors to 
conduct their export trade from Osh- 
awa, has been justified by results, for 
it is announced that two large addi¬ 
tions will be built to the plant. The 
demand in this country for cars is 
strong. Shipments are beteg made 
from the Oshawa plant to no fewer 
than 42 countries. 

\ Advices, received by the Canadian 
Press from Paris are to the effect 
that the French government has in¬ 
structed its Chicago agencies to buy 
a three months’ supply of wheat, all 
hopes of a bumper crop of wheat in 
that country having been dissipated. 
It is understood that the largest 
orders for wheat will be placed in 
Canada on account of the exchange. 

Five members of the Alberta Law 
society were • struck off the rolls of 
that body by the benchers of that so¬ 
ciety recently. They include ri. A. 
Sinnott, Frank Eaton, Charles Harris, 
and C. H. Boynton. There are still 
604 members in good standing. A 
number of members were suspended, 
and one lawyer under Suspension 
fined, but their names were not made 
public. 

Thirty Liberals, thirty Conserva¬ 
tives and seven Progressives were 
nominated for thirty seats to be filled 
by Prince Edward Island provincial 
election on July 26. Liberals are 
stressing their policy of improved 
finance, good roads and good schools 
and increase of teachers’ salaries by 
■ r )0 per cent. Conservatives charge the 
Liberals with broken pre-election 
pledges; they declare taxes were un¬ 
necessarily increased and promise, if 
elected, to abolish the $3 poll tax and 
reduce the sessional indemnity, which 
is now $500. 

While educational facilities are in a 
deplorable state in certain rural muni¬ 
cipalities, large centres like Calgary 
and Edmonton already provided with 
educational facilities should not 1* 
demanding plants for higher educa¬ 
tion. The need for common school edu¬ 
cation in the rural districts is more 
important than the extension of facil¬ 
ities for advanced education in the 
cities. It is said that while it cost 
$580 per pupil to educate students 
in the university, only $8.60 per pupil 
was spent for the education of child¬ 
ren in the public schools. 

» The head of a great university in 
the United States is alarmed over 
the “disquieting phenomenon of the 
outbreak of intolerance.” Among 
-ome examples are the attempts to 
state by legislation what people shall 
oat, drink and wear. South Carolina 
passed a bill prohibiting the playing 
of billiards last spring; Utah has an 
anti-cigarette law for a year and a 
half; in Nebraska the sale of tobacco;

EDITORIAL NOTES 

Indianapolis Star: The average 
farmer is glad to welcome parties 
from the city and to tender the use 
of pasture land through which a 
stream may flow. He is justified in 
grooving '‘hard boiled,” however, if 
careless and indifferent visitors abuse 
his hospitality by littering up the 
place, leaving the gate open, breaking 
down fences and committing other 
acts of vandalism. The guilty belong 
to the type which regards the country 
as common property, stripping fruit 
trees of blossoms, stealing the ripened 
fruit and doing anything thqt appar¬ 
ently does not involve detection. 

Lethbridge Herald: It is not often 
that the average farmer is in the 
habit of keeping books wherewith to 
ascertain if he is carrying on his op¬ 
erations at a profit or a lose. But a 
system of bookkeeping, even though 
it be crude, is just as essential on the 
farm as In business houses. . In ad¬ 
dition to its business aspect the pra¬ 
ctice will be valuable as a guide to 
the farmer as to how his farm is 
i working out. But apart from the 
value and the necessity of book- 
keeping on the farm there is another 
very important and advantageous 
reason why every farmer should keep 
books. This was clearly demonstrated 
in the bankruptcy chambers of the 
Supreme Court, held in the city this 
week by Mr. Justice 'JVeedie. On this! 
particular occasion three farmers ap¬ 
plied to be discharged as bankrupts 
Under the Bankruptcy Act, as point¬ 
ed out by the judge, qo discrarge can 
be obtained unless there has been 
payments of liabilities at 50 cents on 
the dollar. Cases for discharge' 
where this has not been done are left 
to the discretion of the Judge in 
Chambers where the application is 
made. In the cases of the applica¬ 
tions of the three farmers the judge 
was willing to grant the discharge 
asked for but was unable to do so for 
the simple reason that the farmers 
had not kept any books to show their 
standing. This the Act requires where 
discretion has to be applied. Farm¬ 
ers should take note of this, and fn 
their own interests keep books, if for 
no other reasons at least for such oc¬ 
casions wherein the three applicants 
spoiled whatever chance they had for 
relief in being discharged from bank¬ 
ruptcy through the fatal omission of 
not having kept books. 

Alliston Herald: The refusal of 
Hon. R. H. Grant, minister of educa¬ 
tion, to sign the prescribed agreement 
with the U/F.O., which would pl^ce 
him under virtual obligation to resign 
his seat in the legislature at the de¬ 
mand of the U.F.O. executive in his 
constituency, constitutes an example 
worthy of emulation by all political 
candidates who place any value on 
their integrity and trustworthiness. 
The reason is that a sitting member 
represents all the electors of Ms con¬ 
stituency, and not merely a certain 
proportion of them—that he is not a 
mere delegate, but a representative in 
the larger sense, and should be con¬ 
ceded liberty of action. He, being at 
the scene, of action, is far better able 
to judge as to the practicability of 
proposed legislation than are his con¬ 
stituents who may be hundreds of 
miles away and out of touch with 
current events'. If he fails to givt* 
satisfaction the electors can punish 
him by refusing hint reelection. 

Lethbridge Herald: The talk of 
an embargo on pulpwood is makiny 
the U.S. -rub its eyes and the New 
York World proposes that teh Wash¬ 
ington goveniment get busy and re¬ 
move some of the Fordney-McCumber 
tariff obstacles which prevent Canada 
trading with the United States. 

The pulpwood embargo may prove 
to be the forerunner of reciprocity. 
Uncle Sam wants our pulpwood 
amongst other Canadian products, and 
the Canadian farmer wants to sell his 
products in the United States market. 
Now would be a good time for the 
governments of both countries to get 
together and do some negotiating.

INTERTILLED CROP 


VISITORS TO PROVINCE 


Among the visitors to the govern¬ 
ment buildings during the past week 
were Charles Wright, Honorary Sec¬ 
retary of the British Passenger 
Agents’ association who is gathering 
information for the benefit of tourist 
and settlers from the old country, and 
Mr. Weymouth, Editor of “Farm 
Life,’’ published in Indiana, who is 
collecting material for articles on 
various branches of the farming in¬ 
dustry in Western Canada. 


Summerfallow is a necessity at an 
early stage of the development of 
agriculture in any country. It was 
practised in the Eastern United 
States and in Eastern Canada more 
than a hundred 1 years ago, but is not 
used much in those parts now. Later 
it was in vogue in the Central State, 
but is being superseded by methods 
more intensive and more remunera¬ 
tive; and for more than 40 years it 
has been a common practice in the 
Western States and more especially 
I in Western Canada. 

I Summerfallow is co-incident with 
the stage of one-crop farming, and 
one-crop farming can last as a system 
only as long as the material in the 
soil can furnish food for such a frop. 
In the older parts of the continent 
this stage has been replaced by the, 
introduction of livestock, the return¬ 
ing of manure to the land and the 
growing of intertilled crops, more 
] particularly the growing of com. In 
many of the older parts of the Can¬ 
adian west where farming has con- 
[ stated chiefly of summerfallowing and 
wheat growing the returns in recent 
^ears, in many cases, do not give the 
operator sufficient income to meet ex¬ 
penses and the land is subject to 
blowing in dry seasons. The natural 
recourse is to introduce intertilled 
crops, livestock and grasses. 

—Intertilled rrnps such ae.com, t um- 
ips and sun-flowers have been grown 
at the experimental station at Rosth- 
ern for 13 years. These crops have al¬ 
ways been grown ia rotation with 
grains and grasses and the land given 
an application ofonanure immediately 
before the intertilled crop. Land 
worked under such a rotation became 
cleared of weeds, did not drift in dry 
seasons and yielded more grain per 
acre than land on which the rotation 
was grain alone. 

Intertilled crops alone, or grasses 
alone, will not solve the problems of 
soil-depletion, soil-drifting and weeds; 
but both of these in conjunction with 
livestock and the return of the man¬ 
ure to the land mean a permanent 
agriculture. 

The one great feature in growing 
intertilled crops which is more im¬ 
portant perhaps than any other is 
care in preventing the growth of 
weeds. If the crop is not kept free of 
weeds the yield is lowered and one 
great end, the cleaning of the land, is 
defeated.

Prof. D. Killam of Alberta Univer¬ 
sity was drowned at Yarmouth, N.S. 
while out swimming. 

The department of agriculture>will 
commence prosecution shortly of 
those produce merchants who have 
not applied for or taken out licenses 
under the provisions of The Proudce 
Merchants’ Act. 

Up to the end of May this year 
about 65,000 acres of free grant 
homestead lands had been filed on at 
the Dominion land office here. Fig¬ 
ures for 1922 show that 1,598 home¬ 
steads were filed on in the Edmonton 
recording area, involving 255,680 
acres. 

Fifteen more creameries hhve been 
put in operation in Alberta this year 
s tfcau..-irt!re in operation in 1922, ac¬ 
cording Vo a report issued by the 
Provincial Department of Agricul¬ 
ture. There are now 69 of these, in 
place of 54 last season. In addition 
there are in operation throughout the 
province 13 cheese factories. 

Immigration to Canada for the 
month of May, 1923, totalled 17,767, 
an increase of 69 per cent, over the 
same month in 1922. Of the new¬ 
comers 10,971 were from the British 
Isles, 2,149 from the United States 
and 4,647 from other countries. Siace 
the beginning of the year 49,907 new 
citizens have been added to Canada’s 
population, the months showing in¬ 
creases of 6, 61, 22, 44 and 69 per 
cent, respectively over those of 1922. 

Not once this season has it been 
necessary for the Dominion forestry 
headquarters in Calgary to call on 
"he High River afr station fo^/a 
patrol over southern forest reserves. 
No fires have been reported south of 
the Brazeau this year. There were 
only some 30 fires reported in all. 
These were all in the northern coun¬ 
try and started during the early dry 
spell that hit that part of the prov¬ 
ince. They Were all small fires, the 
largest of them costing only $700 to 
extinguish. 

Short courses for school fair win¬ 
ners were, held from July 9 to 14, at 
the agricultural schools at Olds and 
Claresholm. These short courses were 
started last year for the boy and girl 
winners in each school fair district, 
anl the plan was enlarged this year 
to courses at both Olds and Clare¬ 
sholm. The course at Olds this year 
included the school fair centres of 
Olds and Gleichen and the winners tn 
32 school fair districts attached to 
these centres participated ' in the 
course. At Claresrolm the winners in 
31 school fair districts participated 
At Olds there were 105 students and 
at Claresholm 62 students. The boys 
and girls enjoyed the courses exceed¬ 
ingly. The courses covered lectures 
and demonstrations in horticulture, 
field crops, livestock, carpentry and 
domestic science. Proper provision 
for recreation was made, and even- 
^ ing entertainments included motion 
pictures provided by the department 
of agriculture, which were both in¬ 
structive and entertaining. Another 
course will be held during the week of 
July 23.

USE FOR TAR SANDS 


Great interest has attached to the 
experiments being carried on during 
the past week at the Edmonton Ex¬ 
hibition to establish the feasibility of 
the tar sands from McMurray for 
road making purposes. At the exhibi¬ 
tion grounds a strip of pavemont was 
laid, the raw tar sands beirTg used for 
the purpose just as they were taken 
from the ground. A crushed gravel 
base was laid, and on top of this a 
mixture of from 56 to 75 per cent, 
crushed gravel, with the heated tar 
sands was rolled on. In a few minutes 
the pavement was hard enough to 
walk on, and appeared to make a very 
satisfactory road. Another set of ex¬ 
periments is being carried on at the 
university. In these experiments the 
tar is being extracted from the tar 
sands, and then mixed with different 
classes of road material. The object 
of this is to establish the feasibility 
of successfully extracting the tar 
from the sands, which would elimin¬ 
ate the necessity of paying freight on 
the sand from McMurray. Both ex¬ 
periments appear to be successful, but 
some further time will be required fro 
establish their permanent ecccess. 

If the experiments prove that the 
tar sands can be used successfully for 
mad making, the cost of road pave¬ 
ment in the province will be greatly 
reduced. The officials of the Prov¬ 
incial Government, as well as of the 
cities of the province are watching 
the results with considerable interest 
as it concerns the development of one 
of Alberta’s best resources.

Members of the provincial high¬ 
ways commission will tour southern' 
portions of the province the coming 
week to locate definitely routes for 
certain main highways. 

The Claresholm Review reports the 
near drowning of a young boy while 
attending a Methodist Sunday school 
picnic last week. The prompt action 
of Frank Murray, who jumped into 
the stream and rescued the youth, is 
commended. 

Inspector Brankley of the A.P.P., 
after a trip through the Olds, Hanna, 
Youngstown, Oyen, Bassano and 
Glenchen districts, reports crops 
along the route as in splendid condi¬ 
tion. Grain all heading out and an 
abundance of grass with horses graz¬ 
ing in luxuriant grass, and stock 
looking sleek and fat. The only sign 
of hail was between Glenchen and 
Bassano. 

The value of the airplane in fight¬ 
ing forest fires is emphasized in the 
report of the air board covering the 
year 1922, which states that "thou¬ 
sands of square miles of timber have 
been saved by the use of the air¬ 
plane.” During the past seoson 76 
fires were spotted by commercial air¬ 
craft and put out either by the crews 
themselves or by a party from the 
base which had been notified by the 
aircraft. 

For the past two weeks the weather 
has been ideal for all genera] pur¬ 
poses and for the growing and matur¬ 
ing of crops especially. Short show¬ 
ers have fallen occasionally which has 
laid the dust and smoothed out the 
roads and trails and benefitted the 
crops. Hot weather-bps been the rule, 
and on some days oppressively so, 
but such has also been of benefit to 
the fields. The come-back of the 
crops apparently destroyed by the hail 
storm of about three weeks ago is 
omething wonderful and where fields 
'ooked devasted at that, time they are 
oday looking very promising. Many 
farmers on these lands will get a 
large amount of green feed and some 
are predicting that they will yet get 
one-third of a crop of oats. Feed will 
be plentiful and sufficient to feed 
many times the head of cattle in the 
country. The south country as a 
whole, will evidently go out this year 
with the largest crop ever harvested 
and this prediction is reported to be 
true in all other parts of the province. 
I It should be a prosperousfor all.
